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282—15.20(272) Class C special education license.

15.20(1) A Class C special education license may be issued to an individual who:

a. Holds a valid license;

b.  Has completed at least one-half of the credits necessary for a special education endorsement;

c.  Files a written request from the employing school official. This written request must indicate
approval by the respective area education agency special education official; and

d.  Submits a statement from a college/university outlining the coursework to be completed for the
endorsement.

15.20(2) A Class C license may be issued for a term of up to three years based on the amount of
preparation needed to complete the requirements for the endorsement.
